I t bas been tb t botteft and tighteft eteftion 
ever known here—»altbougb a week «go it wit 
even doubted« whether there woa!d be any 
oppofition at all to the prcfent drmocratic 
jncRiber, M r. Marion. 
It feema our Fed­ 
eral leaders, with their ufual procraUination« 
poftponed to th<? laft hour fixing ramong 
tbemfclvei on a federal candidate, only a few 
days before the eleAion they agreed t« run 
M r. J^tnes Lowndes, ^brother of the late 
Diemocr, and a very refpeftable citisen : but 
as foon as hia name waa annouaced, there 
vraa an aniverftl call among the merchants 
and federalida in general fer our friend Mr.
